Someraet ia the county aeat of I'u- 
laakioonnty, and ia a beantlfal as 
well as buainees mountain town nf 
aome four tbonaand live hundred in- 
habitaata. It ia aituated*near the 
center of the county, at)out twelve 
nilea from the forka of Cumberland 
river and In the apnra of Cumber- 
land mount:uus. This ia an np to 
date little town, having its streets 
and businesB bonaes lighted by elec- 
tricity, its factories and mills are 
conatantly kept bumming. The wa- 
ter supply ia remarkably well arran- 
ged. On tbo top of a mountaiu ncur 
a mile from town has been built a 
very large reservoir to receive the 
wuler thai m iKiing oouatantly forced 
into it from a creek over a mile from 
ttie foot of the mountain by a large 
engine, There la nadorground p ipe 
that carries tlic wat<>r from the reser- 
voir to every part of llie city. This 
makca the aupply of water very con 
veDicnt and inc.\hau«t'lile. 

I will now give a few pointers in 
regard to this county'a history. I > 
biski is the Iirgcst county in Ken- 
tucky, it has over bixly miles of 
railroad in one atraight line, and con 
tains over eight bundled an.l scvcntN 
square miles; has a population of 
over 25,000.

thoroughly d'ied, The yield was much 
greater than waa expected by the far- 
mers and tht cribbdge was hardly big 
enough to hold one halt ut it. Much 
of it was ieuced iu hastily construct 
ed cribs or in very large cribs and it 
has molded: In ordinary year this 
would not have happened, but the 
warm weather has beeu very much 
j;;aiust it. * 

Ir the weather had turned cold 
and remained so, as it does in the or- 
litiary winter, the corn would have 
li led by (ice/iug. But if you remem 
ler, the weather turned warm right 
after it was picked. Hince that time 

w<. have hii 1 but little cold weather, 
aud now thai the corn is beiug shelled 
for market they find it has molded to 
an alarming e.tteii I . 

What the loss will be is hard lo 
tell, and I aa aot in position to give 
even an eniTnate but from what I can 
learn there is a great tjuantity of corn 
spoiled iu the country. This also ap- 
plies to some other parts of the tilate, 
where the loss will be much greater 
than ia this i>oi lion.

The proposition of changing from 
a sixth to a tifth class town is now 
being discussed. The change is made 
by filing the facts in the circuit 
clerk's otfico, and on the second day 
of circuit court, the Judge invest! 
gates the papers, and If the law has 
liecn complied with, anti there is no 
well founded objections, tlie change 
is made by order of court. 

There is no rimportant ditfereuccs 
between charters of tho two classes 
The Charters of the fifth class 
towns provide for a mayor, who has 
general supervision of city alfairs, 
aud whose duty it ia to acc that ull 
ordinances are strictly enforced ; lu 
prosiiU's over the meeting of the cit\ 
council uud has a vote only ia cum' 
of a tie. He is alaotad avaryfour 
vi ;irs. The city council is composed 
of six members, elected every two 
years The salary of the mayor can 
uot be over i|75 par annum. The 
ciiy marabal la appointad by tha 
c ouncil for two yeara, but may be re 
mnvcd at any time, Towns mav 
vole iipcn the local option (jui ^ition, 
and ilic coiiiu il has no ri^lii lo re 
fuse licfiiso lo hi'll liciufjr if the ioc;il 
option l:iw is voted clown, I niler 
sixth class charters the tax rite can 
not be higher than 60 cants, and un- 
der fifth claaa It can sot ba higher 
than 76 canto on tha $100,
